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1 . The Amendment After Final submitted on June 4, 2003 (Paper No. 6), requiring 
the addition of a phrase, to independent claims 1 and 18, that states that the tackifier is 
added to the rubber polymer "in the absence of a solvent" raises new issues and 
therefore has not been entered. Furthermore, the amendments are not deemed to place 
the application in better form for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issues 
for appeal. 

Independent claims 1 and 18 previously recited a method of producing a solid- 
type pressure-sensitive adhesive composition comprising adding a tackifier to a rubbery 
polymer and treating the resulting mixture with an isocyanate crosslinking agent, in the 
absence of a solvent, to crosslink the polymer and hence only required that the solid 
type pressure sensitive adhesive be prepared by crosslinking a rubbery polymer using 
an isocyanate crosslinking agent in the presence of a tackifier and the absence of a 
solvent . First, the claims did not require that the pressure-sensitive adhesive 
composition be solvent-free, as the Applicants assert, and hence the proposed 
amendment requires further search and consideration. Second, the amendments are 
not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal by materially reducing or 
simplifying the issues for appeal given that Sahsihara specifically states that a mixture 
of n-butyl methacrylate and the polymerization initiator was added to the natural rubber, 
which was already kneaded by a pressure kneader, and then latex polymerization 
reaction was performed at 80°C. The solvent, i.e., toluene, is added after the reaction 
has taken place.
